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Swan River To Name Schools , 


After Pioneer Teachers - 


It is a happy thought on the 
part of the Swan River school 
trustees to perpetuate the memory 
of two outstanding citizens who 
did so much for the children of 
this town, by naming the schools 
for them. 


Until the present it has been | 
the “old school’ and the “new 
school”, but now we have another 
new school and the schools will 
require to be named. 


The old school will be known 
as the “Duncan School” in mem- 
ery of John Duncan who was for 
many years principal of the school, 
coming here in 1917 and acting 
as principal until his death in July, 
1938. No: man could be held in 
higher esteem by his fellow citi- 
zens than was John Duncan and 
his former pupils now living in 
Swan River (and. they are many) 
still declare he was the best prin- 
cipal the school ever had, main- 
taining the respect and good-will 
of the pupils. 

- What..has been known as the 
new school will henceforth be 
known as the “Taylor School” in 
memory of R..G. Taylor, another 
of Swan River’s outstanding citi- 
wens of the early years and one 
of the pioneer. teachers in Swan 
River. Mr. Taylor was ‘principal 
of Swan River school from 1901 
to 1904. When the $20,000 de- 
bentures were issued for the erec- 
tion of what has been known as 
the old school in 1911, he was 
serving the Swan River Union 
School District as chairman of the 
school board, 


In 1912 he was elected mayor of 
the town and was also active in

Carnallite Mineral Discovered 
In The Biggar, Sask., Area 


REGINA.—The discovery in Saskatchewan of carnallite, 
a source of magnesium and potash, was announced recently 
by Hon. J. H. Brockelbank, minister of mineral resources. The 
occurrence of the mineral was noted in core samples from 
two wells drilled in the Biggar area of the province. 


These wells, Liberal - Canada 
Southern-New Devon-Skyline Palo 
No. 2 and No. 3, located about 15 
miles northwest of Biggar, pene- 
trated beds containing carnallite 
and sylvite, both potash-bearing 
minerals, 

Other potash discoveries have 
been composed of sylvite (potas- 
sium chloride) mixed with varying 
amounts of common salt, although 
eight. feet of carnallite was re- 
ported in the Prairie Salt No.. 2 
well;nearly 40 miles northwest of 
the Pald wells. 

In making the announcement, 
Mr. Brockelbank explained that 
carnallite contains 26.8 per cent. 
potassium chloride, 34.3 per cent. 
magnesium chloride, and 38.9 per 
cent. water. . ‘\ 

While the potash content of 
carnallite is too low to warrant 
economic mining for the potash 
alone, the magnesium chloride is 
quite valuable since it is the raw 
material from which the light- 
weight metal magnesium is made. 
It is also the source of magnesia, 
which is. used in large quantities 
for lining furnaces in the .steel in- 
dustry, ; 

In the Palo.No. 2 well, a section 
of core taken. between 3,939 and 
8,978 feet contained about 72 per 
cent. carnallite and 28 per cent. 
common salt. From the gamma-ray 
and neutron logs of this hole it 
would appear that.from 3,935 feet 
to 3,972 feet, a total of 37 feet, 
the. beds were composed of carnal- 
lite and salt mixture in varying 
proportions, 

In the Palo No. 8 well, located 
a mile and half southeast of the 
No. 2 well, a section containing 31 
per cent, carnallite, 20 per cent. 
sylvite and 35 per cent. salt was 
recovered from 3,983 to 3,985 feet 
—and at 4,000 feet, a sample con- 
tained ‘44 per cent, carnallite and 
30 per cent. salt, the balance being 
insoluble ‘material. Comparing the 


two wells, it” would appear that 
there is a bed containing sylvite, 
carnallite and salt overlaying a 
thicker section containing carnal- 
lite and salt only, Although the 
thickness of the beds may vary, 
the logs showed good correlation 
for two wells a mile a half apart. 

It is interesting to note that’ 
the carnallite finds in the Palo ° 
wells were contained in the kame 
formation or horizon as those in 
the Prairie Salt No, 2 well, nearly 
40 miles to the northwest near 
Unity. This information could pos- 
sibly indicate that extensive carne 
allite beds may he found in associ- 
ation with other potash minerals - 
in the vast salt basin underlying 
southern Saskatchewan, '' 

The magnesium chloride in car- 
nallite is very soluble and the 
solution mining methods used for 
common salt could possibly be ap- 
plied to its recovery if beds of suf- 
ficient thickness weré discovered.
